As of 18 Novemoer, Chinese Communist forces in North China were comparatively 
weak, Previsusly, various hsien alony the Peiping»Hankow railway in Peiping, 
Tientsin and northeastern Hopei had been garrisoned by units from the North 
China Army Group. «cost of these troups, however, had gone to North Korea, 
and exsept for Peiping and Tientsin, whore large forces were still being 
nuintained, a1] other places wore garrisoned 0, lecal hsien security forces. 
The 61 and 62 Armies were in Feiping, Tientsin ani along the railuay from 


Feiping to Shanhaikuan, while the 59 Army allegedly was in Taiyuan.
